PENSION POINTS. 


Veterans of fo 
thelr pensions assessed under the exist- 
ing Royal Warrant if they are suffering 
from total disablement—but those with 
& partial bebe Se incurred in a pre- 
vious campaign Ap be eligible to hate 
their cases consideréd under this con- 
cession if their disability shouid here- 
after become total. 

It scems clear, however, that in such 
cases they will have to prove that the 
total disability hes followed naturally 
on the pues disability ineurred in 
the field. ; 

Men who are now in receipt of a dis- 
ability pension nay continue to receive 
the same if they re-enlist, in addition 
to pay. But if the pension is a per- 
manent one they do not under these 
circumstances draw any children's al- 
lowances. - = 

In the case of a temporary pension, 
whether disablement or alternative, 
such a man centinues to draw his ap- 
propriate disablement pension. (without

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UNIFORM & BADCES FOR 
MERCANTILE MARINE. 


The wonderful services rendered to 
the nation during the war by our Mer- 
cantile Marine have been recognised 
by the authorities at last — after 
nearly 4 years. The Board-of Trade 
Commitee reco.nmend a standard 
uniform, while there will also be the 
| King’s award of a badge to seamen, 
including stewards, who have con-' 
tinned their calling after being tor- 
pedoed or mined, with a bar for-every 
other time they are “ blown-up.” The 
badge will take the form of a torpedo 
on the left cuff. The standard uni- 
form, with cap badge and rank stripes 
is recommended for all classes of 
officers of the Mercantile Marine, in- 
cluding engineer officers, surgeons; 
pursers, and cadets or apprentices, 
and also regular uniform and arm 
badges for boatswains, chief stokers, 
stewards, cooks, and such like. ‘The 
King is asked to sanction the exclu- 
sive use of the Nayal Crown, the de- 
sign of which includes ships, for the 
Mercantile Marine, the Admiralty 
being willing to transfer it. Officers’ 
stripes will be of gold, 4 for a master 
3 for a chief officer, 2 for a second 
officer, and 1 for a third, fourth, and 
junior - officers. Engineer officers’ 
stripes will be gold with 
surgeons’ gold with scarlet, and pur- 
sers’ gold with white, and cadets will 
have 2 buttons on each cuff. 

Seamen’s Uniform. 
Shipowning firms may retain their 
ow cap badges for masters and ofti- 
cers nboard ship or on business ashore, 
but the only uniform to be worn 
ashore is the standard uniform. ‘The 
arm badges include  boatswains, 
crossed anchors; carpenters, crossed 
axes; donkeymen, propellex with star; 
chief. steward in passenger ship, gold 
stripe with 3 gold stars; steward in 
cargo vessel, silver stripe and stars. 
With regard to other seamen, the re- 

ort says: “ In liners it is evstomary 
or deckhands to wear a blue jérsey, 
blue cloth trousers, and ordinary blue- 
jacket’s cap (with name of ship on cap 

and), and similarly with the firemen 
and stokers; it is desirable that this 
practice should 5 extended through- 
out the Mercantile Marine.” Mr. X. 
J. Lister and Maj. H. Maitland Ker- 
sey, D.8.0., of the Liverpool Steam- 
ship Owners’ Association, sign mino- 
rity repcrts. The former thinks that 
a change of uniform cannot be carried 
out daring the war, while the latter 
considers that it is much safer for the 
eountry, and that officers can be more 
easily identified if they are wearing 
the uniform of a particular well- 
known company.

LORD COURTNEY DEAD.. 


PEER WHO WORE A YELLOW 
WAISTCOAT, 

The death of Lord Courtney of 
Penwith at his London residence, 
Cheyne Walk, Chelsea, removes. a 
quaint character from the political 
life of the gree Born at Pen- 
zance in 1832, Mr. Leonard: Courtney 
had a distinguished political career, 
and might have reached higher office 
than a succession of Under Secretary- 
ships but for his faithfulness to views 
that separated him from his Parlia- 
mentary leaders. The son of a.Corn- 
dich bank cashier, he began life as a 
bank clerk in his native county, 
graduated later at Cambridge, was 
called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn 
aud became Professor of Political 
Economy at University College. 
Nearly Became Speaker. 

He was in the Kanmona Aeon 1877 
until 1900, and nearly became 
Speaker. He first fought against 
Home Rule and then supported it. 
He was for years a leading advocate 
of woman suffrage, and supported 
“ P.R.” from 1884 until the eae He 
was in favour of “peace by negotia- 
tion,” ‘on condition that Germany 
evacuated Belgium and France and 
abandoned the idea of an indemnity. 
In 1906 he was made a peer. With 
his squat pot-hat, his old-fashioned 
clothes, yellow waistcoat, and_ his 
clean-shaven upper lip and- stubbly 
beard; Lord Courtney looked exactly 
what he was—a. lively, stubborn man, 
who often held eee views 
and held them doggedly. i

K.C ¢for - Mrs. Alexan- 
der), said that respondent was an artist. 
Some time after the marriage, in Feb., 
1908,respondent fell in love with a woman 
wha used to sit for him at lis studio in 
Chelsea. He insisted on introducing her 
into his home, and that greatly affected 
his wife’s health. In Feb., 1912, Mr. Alex- 
ander wrote to his wife, who was at Mar: 
gate, as follows: — , - 

Edie,—I bave always wished to be 
honest. with you, but it seemed sọ 
mean to give you unnecessary pain. 1 
am afraid I shall always fail as an 
actor. Man’s diplomacy is always sur- 
passed by woman’s instinctive wit. 1 
avoided honesty because there was still 
a doubt. I do not wish to defend my- 
self for the change which has come, but 
because of those feelings which I have 
for you—those feelings which I ex- 
pressed the night before I left. I have 
a sneaking desire that you should think 
as kindly of me as possible. Believe 
me, dear Edie. come what may, I can 
never forget either the love you have 
given me and all it has meant to me, 
or the pain I have brought to you. Your 
sorrow will alweys haunt me like an 
evil nightmare and what I have lost. 
You will ever be like the remembrance 
of a dearest friend. 

“| Have Found the ideali.” 
Afterwards he wrote another letter which 
ran:— 

I was very glad to get your long and 
sweet letter. You are a dear woman. 
Perhaps this unhappiness has come to 
you-through me chiefly because I am 
entirely unworthy of your unselfish- 
ness. This new experience has recon- 
structed my youthful belie? in an ideal 
woman. I believe honestly that I have 
found the ideal, and I feel most firmly 
that I shall always love and worship 
her. Circumstances may prevent my 
taking absolute possession of her, but 
nevertheless I shall never cease to long 
to do so. Sho is mine by the right of 
love—a thing more powerful than yows, 
laws of nations, of morality, and of re- 
ligion. Yes, the most powerful thing 
on earth! I know thatnoew beyond any 
doubt whatsoever, for I have had full 
and absolute experience of it. 

Cool Pension Proposal. 
In Oct., 1914, just before he was going to 
serve in the war, Mr. Alexander wrote to 
his wife as follows :—

Willis, because when petitioner discovered 
hiswife’smisconduct he allowed her to re- 
main in the house for some months after- 
It appeared that in 1916—some 6 
years after their marriage—tho wife made 
the acquaintance of co-respondent, whom 
she introduced as her ‘second cousin.” 
He was in fact no relation. L’Estrange 
and petitioner became very friendly. At 
Christmas, 1916, the wife confessed she 
was expecting a child by the co-respon- 
dent, who had “*‘forced her’? into com- 
mitting herself. Whon seen L’Estrange 
admitted his responsibility, and said he 
would look aftér the child when it was 
born. Thinking his wife had been “‘mote 
sinned against than sinning,” petitioner 
kept an open mind as to whether he 
would forgive her or not.

WEEK’S WORK IN BRIEF. 


Potatoes may still be planted, but if

infected, or likely to be so, with come 
fluid distasteful to the maggot, such as 
quassia extract, nicotine wash, paraffin 
emulsion, etc.; also we find the use of 
plenty of soot in the rooting medium 
causes bitterness in the foliage, no mean 
deterrent to this troublesome pest, but 
spraying not once but several times is the 
best treatment to combat it. 

To Eradicate Wood Lice. 

We ‘are indebed to the kindness \of a
